To the Inhabitants of Fill:— 


It is the custom for the Superintendent of Schools to 
make a report at the end of each year, and it isa good custom, 
if the law did not require it. What that report shall be is 
not stated by law. In all towns so far as I have observed, the

report consists of advice regarding education. ‘This part of 
the subject I shall let alone, for there is no use in reiterating the 
oft repeated story. I shall endeavor to give the condition of the 
schools and school property in our town. 


The schools without exception have made excellent progress 
in studies,but order has been quite deficient in some. I do not at- 
tribute the blame entirely to the teachers, for all those scholars 
that were disposed to obey the rules found no difficulty in doing 
so. In one district there are a few and very few, who need 
some severity of discipline, and they are too old to whip and 
too uncultivated to appreciate the kindness and instruction of 
their teacher. It would be well to hire a teacher strong and 
robust whose ideas of war are similar to the officers of our ar- 
my. It would be but a short time before they would be the 
meekest scholars in the district. 
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Still another district has a few unruly parents who are very 
zealous in keeping order, even going into the school and in- 
structing the teacher’in the art of government. In order to 
make our schools a success these two evils must be abated. 
Let all parents instruct their children how to behave at home, 
leaving the rest to the teacher, and there will then be no further 
trouble regarding order in school. 

The condition of the schools is not what itshould be. First, 
the school houses are poor, only one being in good repair and 
that one has no means of ventilation except by door or win- 
dows. ‘The seats are small and unsuitable, making it very un- 
comfortable and tiresome for the scholars to sit in them six 
hours a day. Dist. No. 1 is the only one that has any maps or 
charts. Those in this school are very good. There is a great 
lack of interest among the citizens regarding the education of 
the young. On account of the division of district No. 10, 
there was no school house nor other suitable place for a school. 
A school meeting was finally called and a committee chosen to 
repair the old one. Also one hundred dollars was raised for 
the purpose. After this, there was nothing more done about 
it until late last fall, too late to have any school in the district. 
There is not the interest here that there should be. To illus- 
trate this, one man said, (so [ am informed) ‘+I have covered the 
law by sending my children out of town to school the required 
number of weeks, and it makes no difference to me whethef 
there is any school here or not.” So long as this condition of 
things lasts there will not be much progress made in education. 

Another thing requiring change is the text books. If the 
parent happens to have a speller or geography or an arithmetic 
that he used 50 years ago, he will insist upon his children using 
the same book. In one school I found five different spellers, 
three different arithmetics and two different geographies in use 
where only one of each ought to be used. I tried to change 
this condition but with very poor success. How can a teacher 
do justice to any cliss where only about five or ten minutes are 
allowed for each class. Should there be a uniformity of text 
books a great many five and ten minutes might be saved to be 
used in one class, and the progress would be more than pro- 
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portional. I wish the town would instruct the incoming super- 
intendent to purchase a.good map or globe for each one of our 
schools. The expense would’be but slight when divided 
among the voters. One thing more and Iam done. 


The blackboards are nearly all of them very poor, and ought 
to be replaced by new ones, or the presentonesrepaired.. There 
is a preparation made expressly for that purpose which is dura- 
ble and cheap. I hope that may be used in place of the ordin- 
ary ones now in use, | 


Districr No. “1,——VILLack, 


Miss Fiora F. Citiey taught this school the entire year, 
consisting of three terms often weeks each. First term, whole 
number of different scholars attending two or more weeks, 43 ; 
average number belonging to the school, 41; average daily at- 
tendance, 39; number that were not absent, 4. Wages per 
month, $30. 


Second or summer term, whole nnmber of different pupils 
attending two or more weeks, 41; average number belonging 
to the school, 39; average daily attendance, 36; Number of . 
scholars not absent during this term, 5. Wages, $30. 


Third or winter term, whole number of scholars at- 
tending two or more weeks, 45; average number belonging to 
the school, 42; average daily attendance, 39; number not ab- 
sent, 3. Wages, 30 per month. 

Miss Cilley has taught in this town before, and with excel- 
lent success. This is no exception so far as progress in studies 
is concerned. During the first term everything went nicely. 
The second and third terms the advancement in studies did not 
lessen, but the order was not so good. Hada very few of the 
older scholars stayed at home, the whole year would nave 
been a success in all respects. . 


District No. 3,—DickeErRson HILt. 


Spring term was taught by Cora I. Sarcent. Length of 
school, nine weeks; whole number of different pupils attend- 
ing two or more weeks, 15; average number belonging to the 
school, 15 ; average daily attendance, 13; number of scholars 
who have not been absent, 2. Wages per month, $21. This

school showed by its examination that a competent teacher was 
there, and had not neglected her duty. 


Second term of ten Weeks was taught by Miss I. BELLE 
SARGENT. Whole number of different scholars attending two 
or more weeks, 15 ; average number belonging to theschool, r5 ; 
average daily attendance, 14; number that have not been ab- 
sent, 3. Wages per month. $20. 


The general examination was good, and some of the classes 
were far above the average, but there was not sufficient atten- 
tion given to their manners. 


District No. 4,—CENTRE. 


Miss H. AMANDA WHIDDEN taught both terms of school in 
this district. First term of 7 weeks there were 12 scholars ; 
average number belonging to the school, 11; average daily at- 
tendance, 10; number of scholars that were not absent, 4. 
Wages per month, $22. 


Second term, length of school term, 11 weeks; whole num- 
ber of scholars attending two or more weeks, 13 ; average number 
belonging to the school, 12; average daily attendance, 11 ; 
number not absent, 2. Wages per month, $21. 


This would have been a good place for any one to go who 
enjoys seeing perfect order and strict attention to business. 
One of our best schools. 


District No. 7,—AppIson’s. 


First term was taught by Miss Kater E. FirzGErAa.p. 
Length of school, including fraction decimal, 7.7 weeks; 
Wages per month, $17... Whole number of different scholars 
attending two or more weeks, 22; average number of scholars 
belonging to the school, 18; average daily attendance, 15. 
This was Miss Fitzgerald’s first term and she did well. The 
scholars seemed to understand fully all they had been over 
during the term. 


Second term was taught by Miss May E. Jorpan. Length 
of school, 8 weeks ; whole number of different pupils attending 
two or mote weeks, 15; average number belonging to the 
school, 13 ; average daily attendance, 11 ; number of pupils not 
absent during the term, 3. Wages per month, $17. This was 


are? 
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Miss Jordan’s first experience. Herorder was good. She was 
liked by all the scholars, which, in itself shows that the school 
made good progress. I must say that one scholar in this school 
made more progress during the year than any other one in town. 


District No. 8,—BuNKER HILL. 


This school was taught by Miss Kare E. FirzGErA.p. Length 
of school, 10 weeks ; whole number of different scholars attend- 
ing two or more weeks, 5; average number belonging to the 
school, 4. This was a small school and very orderly. The 
advancement in their studies was good. 


District No. 9,—BorouGu. 


Miss MinniE G. Fow er, teacher. Length of school, 12 
weeks ; whole number of scholars attending two or more weeks, 
I5; average number belonging to the*school, 13; average 
daily attendance, 11; number of pupils who have not been ab- 
sent, 1. Wages per month, $20. 


This was Miss Fowler’s first experience, she did well consid- 
ering the condition of district. There was a vacation or recess 
in the middle of the term to give the children an opportunzty 
to pick potatoes. This ought not to be allowed, for it made a 
serious break in the interest of the scholars and the progress 
of course was not what it would have been had this not oc- 
cured.
